The New Translation is_ the 
child of the General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland, whose 
memorandum to the other Chris- 
tian Churches of the British Isles 
in 1946 urged that the work of 
the Church was hindered by the 
archaic language of the Author- 
ized Version of 1611 and the Re- 
vised Version of the 19th century. 
Representatives of all major 
Protestant denominations and of 
the British and Foreign Bible Sb- 
ciety and National Bible Society 
of Scotland, formed a joint com- 
mittee which appointed panels of 
translators and literary advisers, 
who were said to be chosen “for 
their scholarly qualities alone.” 
The New Testament panel met for 
fifty-seven three-day sessions be- 
tween 1948 and 1958 and every 
verse was given due consideration 
by the translators and by those 
advising them concerning the Eng- 
lish literary form. 

The sponsoring bodies, having 
had access to many ancient manu- 
scripts not available to earlier

translators, and the fruits of re- 
cent scholarly research into the 
ancient versions and early com- 
mentators, now claim that from 
these sources, combined with their 
own ‘scholarly judgment, the 
translators were able to decide, 
with a high degree of proba- 
bility, what in any doubtful case 
was the authentic text. 


To quote their own words, they 
have employed “the idiom of con- 
temporary English to convey as 
faithfully as possible the meaning 
of the Greek, and have correctly 
rendered words and _ passages 
wrong or unclear in the Author- 
ized Version.” A few represent- 
ative passages are briefly exami- 
ned in the following paragraphs, 
which may be sufficient to dem- 
onstrate how disastrously the 
translators have failed to sub- 
stantiate the claims advanced for 
their translation. 


More Difficult Than the 
Authorized Version 

In many places the homely 
Anglo-Saxon words have been dis- 
placed by stilted latinisms and 
simple expressions exchanged for 
more difficult ones. Typical ex- 
amples are:—Invoke (call upon), 
Machinations (lying in wait), 
Anxious to ingratiate (willing to 
do the Jews pleasure), Divine ret- 
ribution (wrath of God), Sub- 
ordinate (put under), Beneficient 
work (grace), Divinely potent to 
demolish (mighty before God to 
the pulling down), Indefatigable 
in confuting (mightily convinced), 
Constant fortitude (all patience), 
Primacy (firstborn), Refractory 
(oppose themselves), Effulgence 
of his splendour (brightness of his 
glory), Arrogates (takes), Astrolo- 
gers (wise men), Mercenary 
(covetous), Contaminated with 
sensuality (spotted by the flesh). 


Perhaps the most astonishing 
specimen is in Acts 17:18 “A 


propagandist for foreign deities” 
(a setter forth of strange gods). 


Pedantic 


Many of the alterations in the 
new translation may titillate the 
palate of the pedant while doing 
nothing to make the English ren- 
dering more clear than the A. V. 

The nice distinction between 
burglars, thieves and_ robbers. 
(Matt. 24:43, etc.) while of interest 
to lexicographers, is rather remote 
from current English usage. 
‘“Transjordan” for “the other side 
of Jordan” seems quite unneces- 
sary. Pasturage (pasture), There- 
upon (then), Populace (people), 
represent no improvement upon 
the old version. 

Outstanding examples of pomp- 
ous pedantry are to be found in 
I Timothy 1:9, Patricides and ma- 
tricides; I Timothy 4:3, Inculcat- 
ing abstinence; I Timothy 6:4, 
Pompous ignoramus; James 3:8. 
Intractable evil; Revelation 18:9, 
Smoke of her conflagration. 

In Hebrews 12:18 the Greek is 
now translated by an uncommon 
word of Latin derivation, “palpa- 
ble” from “palpabilis,’” meaning 
“that may be felt.” The A. V. 
preserves the meaning in the 
simple monosyllables—“that may 
be touched.”’ 


Not Contemporary English 

In many passages the “Literary 
Advisers” y's | nip words 
and phrases which“have no place 
in current English usage. Their 
use of “Ministrant” in Hebrews 
1:14, where A. V. has “minister- 
ing” is a _ representative case 
Other strange expressions are in 
Luke 3:15, On the tip-toe of ex. 


pectation; 19:46, Robbers’ .-cave 
(savouring of the Arabian 
Nights); - John. 8:41, -Base-born: 


[I Corinthians 5:9, Loose livers: ] 
Timothy 1:1, True-born; 1-11 


Eternal felicity; Hebrews 3:5 
Servitor (servant); Revelation 
18:16, Bedizened (decked). This 
last quotation should be read side 
by side with the pathetic lament 
that “the work of the Church is 
hindered by the Archaic language 
of the A. V.” “Decked” 

“Bedizened”—which is archaic?

Crude Colloquialisms 

Strangely intermingled with the 
abstruse and archaic language of 
the new version there are count- 
less expressions so crudely col- 
loquial, awkward, indiscreet and 
inappropriate, that the reverent 
reader of the Scriptures will bea 
shocked and appalled that they 
should be approved by a joint com- 
mittee representing the major de- 
nominations and some of the Bible 
Societies. 

“Let us toss for it,” said thea 
soldiers (John 19:24). “I sponged 
on no one,” said the apostle (II 
Cor. 11:9). “They left me in the 
lurch” (II Tim. 4:16). “This is 
more than we can stomach,” said 
the disciples (John 6:60). “You 
are crazy,’ they said to Rhoda. 
“They got wind of it” (Acts 14:6), 
“It touched them on the raw” 
(Acts 7:54). 

The Son of God, in Revelation 
2:27, is said to use the words, 
“Smashing them to bits,” and in 
Matthew 20:12, “We have sweated 
all day in the blazing sun,” and 
in Luke 15:14, “To feel the pinch” 
(to be in want). Deacons are to 
abstain from “money-grubbing”’ 
(I Tim. 3:8). 


Inappropriate 

It seems unnecessarily disre- 
spectful to refer to Mary as “a 
girl ... and the girl’s name was 
Mary,’ in Luke 1:26, 27. It is un- 
likely that Paul would write, “I 
stake my life...” (II Cor. 1:23), 
or “Giving you a chance” (II Cor. 
5:12). “Hawking the word of God 
about” does not represent the 
Greek so faithfully as the A. V. 
in II Corinthians 2:17. “Be con- 
solidated in the faith” (Col. 2:7) 
is not so appropriate as the A. V. 
“established.” “A man dressed in 
silks and satins” (Matt. 11:8) is a 
free paraphrase and no improve- 
ment on A.V. “soft raiment.” 


Unseemly 


The translators of the Author- 
ized Version were wise and dis- 
creet in their choice of English 
words to convey the meaning of 
the original in passages relating 
to subjects not normally publicly 
discussed in mixed company. This 
becoming restraint was discarded 
by the translators of the new ver- 
sion. Expressions now introduced 
into the translation will make it 
unsuitable for use in Sunday 
Schools, Bible Classes and young 
people’s associations, The work of 
the Church is more likely to be 
hindered by the use of the new 
translation than the old. 

Instances will be found in Matt- 
hew 1:25; 21:16, 31, 32; Luke 
2:6; Romans 1:26, 27; I Corin- 
thians 6:10; James 2:25, and Reve- 
lation 12:2. 

This feature of the new trans- 
lation will perhaps occasion less 
surprise if it is observed that the 
translating panel included a cer- 
tain Bishop who recently achieved 
unenviable notoriety by appearing 
publicly in- court to recommend 
the publication of an unsavoury 
novel containing expressions form- 
erly regarded as unfit for general 
reading. 


Literary Losses 

The translators appear to hava 
overlooked the fact that the A.V. 
has been in use long enough ta 
fix many expressions permanently 
in the language of the people 
without regard to their scriptural 
context. “Pearls before swine’ has 
become proverbial and is not im- 
proved by alteration to “Pearls 
to pigs.” “Tombs covered with 
whitewash” will not _ displace 
“whited sepulchres.” Paul’s “thorn 
in the flesh” now becomes “& 
sharp pain in my body.” These 


changes are absurd, annoying and 
pointless, ce

They were not without a wit- 
mess from a minister of the Gos- 
pel, however. Two days after 
Easter, none other than world re- 
nowned Evangelist William Frank- 
lin Graham, Jr., put in a brief 
appearance on aé “specially con- 
structed platform at the beach- 
side intersection of Los Olas and 
Atlantic Boulevards, popularly 
known as “The Times Square of 
Fort Lauderdale.”

religious “service’—which tempo- 
rarily “interrupted their limbo 
dancing and beer drinking on the 
beach.”” One minister wrote “di 
graceful” across the top of the 
clipping he enclosed and used the 
term “‘sold out” in the accompany- 
ing letter. A heartbroken layman 
of more than three score and ten 
years wrote to say how Billy had 
“muffed the chance” in “a God-

He brushed off and excuse 
their sin, then told a few jokes! 

The Jacksonville Florida Times- 


Union headlined the news item: 
“STUDENTS FOREGO LIMBO 
AND BEER, HEAR GRAHAM | 


NUDGE THEIR ELDERS.” Tell- | 


ing them he did not want to go 
into the riots which saw 400 of 
the vacationers arrested, Billy 


smilingly told the estimated crowd 
of 10,000 students: “I'll say that 
the older generation forgets some- 
times that they were once young, 
too.”’ Naturally, he reeeived a 
sounding cheer’ from the culprits. 

In all fairness, let me say that 
he did call them “rebels without 
a cause,’ adding, “Everyone is 
searching for a flag to follow, a 
song to sing, a slogan to repeat. 
I say what we are looking for is 
Christ.” However, the news item 
went on to sav immediately, “But 
Graham said he didn’t come to 
preach to the students. He told a 
few jokes and the crowd received 
them warmly.” 

After the brief 15-minute talk 
the students gave Graham another 
‘“‘big cheer’ and then back

It is proba- 
ble that few readers will see the 
point of “incorporate in’ for the 
simple “in” of the A.V. in 
Ephesians 1:1; or “triumphal pro- 
cession” for “triumph” in II Corin- 
thians 2:14 (borrowed from Wey- 
mouth). In these and many other 
respects the candid reader will 
be constrained to admit that the 
old is better. The men of 1611 
would have been incapable of pass- 
ing the strange rendering of Titus 
1:5 “set in order what was left 
over” and they might also wonder 
at Revelation 19:16 “on his robe 
and on his leg.” 


Inconsistencies and 

Anachronisms 
The translators have carefully 
avoided Easter in Acts 12:4, where 
they have correctly used the word 
“Passover,” but surprisingly they 
have introduced “Whitsuntide” for 
“Pentecost” in I Corinthians 16:8, 
while preserving “Pentecost” in 
Acts 2:1. The use of “Friday” in 
Luke 23:54 and “Sunday” in Luke 
24:1, is also a quaint anachronism 
which does nothing to illuminate 
the reader. The introduction of 
“hymns” into I Corinthians 14:15, 
26, where the Greek is more close- 
ly akin to our “Psalms,” is un- 

warranted and misleading.

Some scholars have endeavoured 
to prove that the Greek word was 
being used during and before the 
first century to signify “only,” 
although its precise etymological 
signification is “only-begotten.” A 
few evangelical scholars have also 
swallowed the bait, notwithstand- 
ing its strong flavour of heresy. 
The case for this important altera- 
tion is unscriptural, illogical, fal- 
lacious and untenable, and the 
diluted rendering calls into ques- 
tion the fundamental doctrine of 
the eternal generation and son- 
ship of our Lord. 


(2) His Miraculous Birth 

A footnote to Matthew 1:16 
(Library Edition) states, “one 
early witness has—Joseph, to 
whom Mary, a virgin, was be- 
trothed, was the father of ....” 
This note casts serious doubt upon 
the virgin birth of our Lord. It 
is culled from ONE early witness. 
No doubt many strange and erron- 
eous readings could claim ONE 
early witness, but this appears 
to be the only instance where the 
translators have considered the 
error of one early witness to be 
worthy of a place in thefr margin. 
The element of doubt is increased 
by the ommission of the word 
“first-born” from Matthew 1:25. 


(3) His Unique Divine Sonship 

Articles. In the new version the 
treatment of the articles and per- 
sonal pronouns weakens the force 
of many vital passages revealing 
or referring to the deity of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Matthew 27:54, 
A son of God. The Greek has no 
indefinite article. It is not neces- 
sary to supply one in the English. 
If the translators objected to the 
definite article, they could preserve 
the force of the passage without 
any article, as in their own John 
10:36, ““God’s son,” and 19:7 “Son 
of God.” Their treatment of the 
article is by no means consistent. 
Luke 4:16, To synagogue (Greek 
“to the synagogue’); John 3:5, 
6, Water and spirit (A.V. the 
Spirit); but Hebrew 1:2, “In the 
son” (where the article is not 
found in the Greek). 


Pronouns. The reverent “Thou’ 
and ‘Thee’ and related verb end- 
ings are retained in the new ver- 
sion only when addressed to God 
the Father. These forms are thus 
preserved throughout John 17 and 
wherever the Son addresses the 
Father, but the Father always 
addresses the Son as “You.” If 
the respectful “Thou” is retained 
as a mark of honour to the Fa- 
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Wheaton, Ill. 


ther, dare we forget our Lord's 
words in John 5, “That all men 
should honour the Son, even as 
they honour the Father’? 

In the new version Jesus teach- 
es His disciples to say to the Fa- 
ther, “Thy name be hallowed,” 
but the Father speaks to the Son 
saying of John, “He will prepare 
your way before you” (Matt. 
11:10). A distinction is thus in- 
troduced between the_ correct 
manner of address to the Father 
and the correct address to the 
Son. Saul of Tarsus, hearing a 
voice from Heaven, and not know- 
ing whose voice, nevertheless care- 
fully distinguishes between the 
honour due to the Father and the 
Son and says in Acts 26:15, “Tell 
me, Lord, who you are.” 

The translators are not consist- 
ent in their handling of this mat- 
ter, as will be seen in Acts 13:33 
and Hebrews 1:5. They would 
not profess to know whether these 
two statements were made by 
Paul, but all must agree that both 
passages quote the second Psalm 
In the former we read, “You are 
my son”; in the latter, ‘““Thou art 
my Son.” There is even inconsist- 


ency in the use of the capital 
letters. 
The sponsors of this version 


claim that the work of the Church 
is hindered by the archaic lan- 
guage of the Authorized Version, 
but the new translation introduces 
elements of dangerous confusion 
which were not to be found in 
the old. The reader is still required 
to master “Thou” and “Thee” and 
the old verb endings throughout 
John 17 and elsewhere. It is thus 
admitted that they remain a part 
of the language of _§ religion 
wherever English is spoken, The 
alleged difficulty is certainly not 
removed in the new translation. 


Punctuation 


In the A.V. Romans 9:5 declares 
that Christ is God. The new ver- 
sion changes the punctuation, so 
that we read two sentences, one 
saying that the Messiah was of 
human descent from David, and 
the other an ascription of praise 
to God, “May God .. . be blessed 
for ever.” This adaptation of the 
text, together with the adoption 
of the earlier Revisers’ I Timothy 
3:16, “He who was manifested” 
for the A.V. “God was manifest 
in the flesh,” will make the ver- 
sion more readily acceptable to 
“Jehovah’s Witnesses” and other 
Unitarians. 

Readers will be glad, however, 
to note that John 3:16, excluded 
from our Lord’s discourse by the 
quotation marks in the R.S.V., has 
now come back to us as spoken 
by the Son. Lamentably, the word 
“only-begotten” shrinks to “only,” 
as mentioned above. 


Retreat From Reformed 
Faith 


Quite indefinitely the new ver- 
sion has in Matthew 16:18, “You 
are Peter, the Rock; and on this 
rock I will build my church.” The 
parallel passage in John 1:42 be- 
comes, “You shall be called Cephas 
(that is, Peter, the Rock)”: but 
A.V., “Cephas, by interpretation 
a stone” has support from Alford 
and R.S.V. “Cephas, which means 
Peter.” The new version affirms 
that Peter was the rock upon 
which the church was built. The 
Scriptures affirm that Christ 
Himself is the rock foundation of 
the church. The prevailing anxiety 
to be conciliatory to Rome is car- 
ried too far when it is allowed 
to corrupt the plain teaching of 
God’s Word. 

Another concession to Rome 
will be found in Acts 13:2, where 
the significance of the change will 
be more evident to those who have 
knowledge of earlier controver- 
sies around this text. The new 
version sees the disciples keeping 


a fast and “OFFERING worship 


to the Lord.” (A.V. “ministered,” 
R.S.V., “were worshipping’). 

Pereira’s R. C. Portuguese has 
“sacrificed” and the Bordeaux 
N.T. had “offered the Sacrifice.” 
R.C. propagandists have used this 
text to prove that the apostles 
celebrated mass, and their con- 
tention hinges upon the word 
“OFFERED.”

“Priestly service,” Romans 15:16, 
will all doubtless be of interest 
to R.C.’s and Anglo-Catholics.

No Acknowledgment of 
Divine Inspiration 

The Translators’ Preface to the 
Authorized Version of 1611 rever- 
ently acknowledges the Divine In- 
Spiration and authority of the 
Holy Scriptures as the Word of 
God, a gift from Heaven. One 
seeks in vain for any such testi- 
mony in the new version. The pre- 
face and the long statement issued 
by the sponsors at the time of 
publication are silent on this sub- 
ject. It does not therefore occasion 
any surprise that II Timothy 3:16 
has again been reduced to an as- 
sertion of partial rather’ than 
plenary inspiration. That “scholar- 
ly judgment” upon which the “ 
trained layman” is invi 
ly sometimes betrays the charac- 
teristics of the chameleon. A.V.., 
“All seripture is given by inspira- 
tion”: R.V.. “Every scripture in- 
spired of God”: Moffatt, “All 
Scripture is given by ; 
Twentieth Century N.T., “Every- 
thing that is written under di 
inspiration”; R.S.V. 1952. “ Al 
Scripture is inspired by God’; and 
now the new version comes 
to the weaker statement.

The Manuscripts 


Some changes have been made 
in the text on the ground that 
some of the more recently re- 
covered MSS being of earlier date 
than those available in 1604, 
probably represent the original 
documents more reliably.

I didn’t 
know that. If I had known that, 
I would have begged him to get 
saved. If I had known it, I would

May 13 is your last day. I beg 
you, Dad, I beg you, don't put 
it off.”

dead,” don’t weep, but rejoice, 
because I'll be with the Lord Je- 
sus Christ before you get to my 
body. I know that. I wouldn't 
trade all the money in the world 
for that. I wouldn’t take anything 
in this world for the blessed as- 
surance that if I died this minute, 
I'd be in Heaven with the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

I’ve seen folks die in every con- 
ceivable place. I’ve seen them die 
in the grocery stores. A man who 
was to speak in our church 
one night dropped dead before he 
spoke. I had only met him five 
minutes before. I do not know 
when my day is going to be, but 
it could be today. Today could 
be the date written on my tomb 
stone. It could be: Jack Hyles— 
Born 1926; Died—March 15, 1961. 
It could be that; I don’t know. 
But if I were not ready to meet 
Christ today and there was one 
chance in a million that I could 
die today, I would be playing 
spiritual Russian Roulette with 
my soul. 

My dear friends, when are some 
of you folks going to get saved? 
When are some of you going to 
walk the aisle to do what you 
ought to do? There are some folks 
who say, “I’m going to, I’m going 
to,” yet you are going to wait 
one -of these days and the angry 
pangs of death are going to come 
and wrap their ugly  tenacles 
around you and you will be in Hell 
without God and without hope. I 
beg you, quit tampering with 
God’s spiritual calendar. 

Several years ago I was giving 
the invitation after a morning 
sermon. A couple raised their 
hands for prayer. Neither of them 


They shook, cried, perspired, and 
came close to the kingdom. Never- 
theless, they rejected the Gospel 
appeal. After the service they 
said that thy planned to be saved 
soon. Before a week had passed, 
she shot him in bloody murder, A 
short while later, she was killed 
in a drunken escapade. If they 
had only known! 


A young man recently heard me 
preach and rejected the Gospel. 
After the service I talked with 
him and warned him of the danger 
of neglect. He laughed and walked 
away. That night he was killed in 
a head-on collision on the high- 
way. If he had only known!

neglected duty, no matter where 
you go; and there is the burden 
of some sin athwart your con- 
science, like some ghastly cancer, 
no matter where you go. What are 
you to do with these burdens of 
perplexity and neglected duty and 
sins? What are you to do? Where 
are you to go? There is only one 
place. “Cast thy burden upon the 
Lord, and he shall sustain thee.” 


How will He sustain you? He 
will do it in one of two ways. 
He may take the burden away. 
Sometimes He does, blessed be His 
name! You have come sometimes, 
as: have I, into that deep Garden 
of Gethsemane, when that black 
Friday broke all our plans, and' 
in our dire desperation we have 
prayed, with the Master, “If it be 
possible, let this cup pass from 
me, If it be possible, forbid that 
I should drink this bitter cup that 
is being put to my lips.” And the 
cup was taken away, and we did 
not have to drink it at all. 

Time and again you have 
prayed, as you faced a certain 
great burden, that God would re- 
move it, and He heard, and the 
burden was taken away. But sup- 
pose it is not? And sometimes it 
is not. Ofttimes it is not. We 
pray, but there is the burden yet. 
Now, what if God shall not take 
the burden away? Then He has 
promised to come in with divine 
re-enforcement and help us to 
bear that burden and be victor, no 
matter how weighty it is, nor how 
fiery in its biting power in our 
life. Paul had re-enforcement. He 
had a thorn in the flesh. I do not 
know what it was, nor do you, but 
it was something very trying. If 
ever there was a genuine man in 
the world, it was the Apostle Paul. 
He was the highest product that 
Christianity has ever produced. 
This same man said, “There was 
given to me a thorn in the flesh.” 


He called it the “messenger of 
Satan,” sent to buffet him, and 
he said, “I went like the Master 
in the garden, and thrice did I be- 


seech the Lord that He would take 
that thorn away, but He did not 


take it away at all. He left it, 
to goad me and harass me and 
burn me and pain me. But He said 
to me, ‘Paul, Paul, my grace is 
sufficient for you’’’—not “shall 
be,” but “is.” “My grace is suf- 
ficient for you,” here and now, 


ever-present and never-failing. No 
matter where you go, nor what 
shall come, “my grace is sufficient 
for you.” 

And from that time on you have 
no more record of Paul’s pray- 
ing that that thorn might be tak- 
en away. From that time Paul 
said: “Most gladly, therefore, will 
I rather glory in my thorn, glory 
in my infirmities, that the power 
of Christ may rest upon me.” Said 
Paul: “I had rather have my 
thorn in the flesh, which is ever 
present with me, and have God's 


added grace, than to be without 
that thorn and miss that added 
grace and light and love from 
God.’ Now, doesn’t that explain 
much? He will give you increased 
prace, grace upon grace, if He 
does not take the burden away 


when you call to Him to take such 
burden away. 


Oh, my men and women, with 
your burdens, whatever they are, 
here is the way out, “Cast thy 
burden upon the Lord, and He 
shall sustain thee.” Seek not to 
bear it alone. Seek not to fight 
out your battle alone. Seek not 
to solve that perplexity alone. 


Seek not to stem that flood alone. 
Seek not to go through that long 


and bitter night alone. Take the 
Master into your counsels and 
into your plans, and turn yourself 
over to Him, with your burden, 
whatever it is, and He shall sus- 
tain you. One of the great words 
in the Bible is that fine word 
“sustain.” He shall sustain you. 


No matter what your burden is~— 
I dare to say it—no matter what 
your burden is, you shall get sus- 
taining strength from God, and 
your heart shall surely know it, 
if you will only cast yourself 
honestly upon Him. 

Have you learned the secret of 
peace? In a world of burden and 
battle and perplexity and clouds 
and shadows and night and death; 
have you learned the secret of 
peace? You will never know it 
until you learn how to cast your 
burden upon the Lord. 

I am thinking now of a strong 
man yonder in the city, whose 
beautiful wife was taken from him 
after an illness of just a. few 
hours, and the man was left with 
@ little flaxen-haired girl, of some 
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four or five summers. The body 
was carried out to the cemetery, 
where was a simple service, and 
every heart was broken, the grief 
was so appalling. And then when 
the service was over, neighbors 
gathered around the big man and 
said to him, “You must come, with 
this little baby girl, and stay with 
us for several days. You must not 
go back to that home now.” 

And the broken-hearted man 
said, “Yes, I must go right back 
to the same place where she was, 
to the room from which she went 
away, and I must fight it out with 
this baby right there,” and back 
they went. 

He told about it all the next 
day. The baby was late and long 
going to sleep. Oh, was there ever 
anything more pathetic than the 
cry of a bairn for the little moth- 
er that will never ceme back 
again? Long and late the little 
one, in the crib there by the bed, 
sobbed, because she could not go 
to sleep, and the big man reached 
his hand over to the crib and pet- 
ted her and mothered her, as best 
he could, and after awhile the lit- 
tle girl, out of sorrow for her 
father, stopped her crying—~just 
out of sorrow for him. And in 
the darkness of that quiet time the 
big man looked through the dark- 
ness to God, and said, “I trust 
you, but, oh, it is as dark as mid- 
night.” 

And then the little girl started 
up her sobbing again, and the fa- 
ther said, “Why, Papa thought 
you were asleep, baby.” 

And she said,*“Papa, I did try. 
I was sorry for you. I did try, 
but I could not go to sleep, Papa.” 
And then she said, “Papa, did you 


ever know it to be so dark? Why, 
Papa, I cannot even see you, it is 
so dark.” And then, sobbing, the 
little thing said, “But, papa, you 
love me, if it is dark, don’t you?
